Never in the oistory of Europe has 


public opinion such a controlling Influ- 
ence in the affairs of nations as it has 
now. 
There was a time when it did 


not much concern rulers as to w!na.t the 
people thought or what they wanted. 
They had little or no opportunity to ex- 
press their opinions in a way to influ- 
ence the condu< t of public affairs. If 
ttitizuns were fr :e in expressing their 
viev.-s on public questions there was al- 
ways a way of suppressing this free- 
dom. 


But now the tribunal of public opin-

FOE SOLDIERS AND SAILORS. 
Two Assembly bills of unusual inter- 


est passed the Senate today and were 
sent to the Governor. One is on behalf 
of those who have seen service in the 
army and navy, its'object being to per- 
petuate the memory of those who have 
served their country. It provides as 
follows: 


Section 4. It shall be the duty of the 


clerk of the Boarcl'of Supervisors, upon 
receiving the report and statement of 
expenses provided for in this Act to 
transcribe, in a book kept for that pur- 
pose, all the facts contained in such re- 
port respecting such deceased soldier, 
sailor or marine. It shall also be the 
duty of said clerk, upon the death and 
burial of any such soldier, sailor, or 
marine, to make application 
to the 


proper authorities under the govern- 
ment of the United States, for a suit- 
able headstone, as provided by act of 
Congress, and to cause the same to be 
placed at the head of such soldier, sail- 
or, or marine's grave. The expense in- 
curred by the clerk In causing 
such 


headstone to be placed at the bead of 
the grave, not exceeding the sum of ten 
dollars in any one case, shall be paid 
by the county in which said soldier, 
sailor, or marine.died. 


Sec. 
2. Section five of said act la 


hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 5. The person appointed as 


provided in section one of this act shall

KOADS AND HIGHWAYS. 


The other one is of Importance to the 


interior of Alameda County, for it 
amends the Political Code relating to 
bridges and highways, and the con- 
struction of bridges over ditches and 
roads. It reads as follows: 


Section 2737. Whoever obstructs or 


injures any highway, or diverts any 
water course thereon, or drains water 
from his land upon any highway, to the 
injury thereof by means of ditches or 
dams, is liable to a penalty of $10/for 
each day such obstruction or injury re- 
mains, and must be punished as pro- 
vided in section 588 of the Penal Code. 
Any person, persons or corporation who 
shall be storing or distributing water 
for any purpose, and shall permit the 
water to overflow or saturate, by seep- 
age, any highway, to the injury there- 
of, shall, upon notification of the Road 
Commissioner of the district where such 
overflow or seepage occurs, repair the 
damages occasioned by such overflow or 
seepage; and should such repair not be 
made within a reasonable time by such 
person, persons or corporation, said 
Road Commissioner shall make such 
repairn, and recover the expense there- 
of from such person, persons, or cor- 
poration in (an) action at law. All per- 
sons excavating irrigation, mining, or 
draining ditches across public 
'ways, (shall) be required to bridge Bald 
ditches at such crossings, and upon 
neglect to do so, the Road Commissioner 
tor that road district shall construct the 
same and; recover tfce co»t ot construct- 
ing said bridge or bridges of such per-

thing to do with the flag being sent. 


Accordingly the students me.de the 


following statement: 


The members of the Junior class 


who wrote the letter that appeared hi 
the New Tork papers, wisJs to state 
thr.t they willingly retract all phrases 
in ' it which, pretend to represent the 
sentiments of the University." 


The original letter, which was inspir- 


ed by a birthday party is as follows: , 


"Tale -University, March 2, 1897. 


James J. Corbett, Champion of 'the 
World. Dear Sir:—We, of the Junior 
class of Tale University desire .to ex- 
press to you our heartiest wishes for 
your, success in the battle on St. Pat- 
rick^ day. 'Ever since'your first visit 
to New Haven, last fall, arid your, ap- 
pearance on our football field, the col- 
lege at 'large, has felt the deepest In- 
terest and hopes for your triumph. Here 
at Tale we realize how much brain and 
science count in all athletic contests. 
We regard you as the highest exponent 
of the brainy boxer, hence our Implicit 
faith and confidence in th« outcome of 
the battle.

"We learn of your." splendid physical 


condition and cam see only one finish 
for the flg.ht. Now, Jim, we hope that 
you win hang this Tale flag in. your 
training quarters, and on your corner 
at the ringside, and remember that it 
waves to you a message of Tale luck 
and Tale pluck.

What punishment the faculty will

The students declare they will call 


a mass meeting and denounce the men 
who sent the letter, and this ha* only 
been temporarily' averted by the prom- 
inence and . popularity of those who 
signed their names to the letter. 


The Tale flag referred to, was a silk- 


en banner of the University's colors. It 
Is twenty-tour Inches long, . eighteen 
inches wlda and bears the words 
"Tale" in letters four inches high.

catio'n of the University in an editorial 
says:.

FOR SOLDIERS AND SAILORS. 
Two Assembly bills of unusual inter- 


est passed the Senate today and were 
sent to the Governor. One is on behalf 
of those who have seen service in the 
army and navy, its'object being to per- 
pstuate the memory of those who have 
served their country. It provides .as 
follows: 


Section 4. It shall be the duty of the 


clerk of the Board of Supervisors, upon 
receiving the report and statement of i 
expenses provided for in this Act to 
transcribe, in a book kept for that pur- 
pose, all the facts contained in such re- 
port respecting such deceased soldier, 
sailor or marine. It shall also be the 
duty of said clerk, upon the death and 
burial of any such soldier, sailor, or 
marine, to make application. to the 
proper authorities under the govern- 
ment of the United States, for a suit- 
able headstone, as provided by act of 
Congress, and to cause the same to be 
placed at the head of such soldier, sail- 
or, or marine's^ grave. The expense In- 
curred by the clerk in causing- such 
headstone to be placed at the head of 
the grave, not exceeding the sum of ten 
flollars in any one case, shall be paid 
by the county in which said soldier, 
sailor, or marine.died. 


Sec. 2. Section five of said act la 


hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 5. The person appointed as 


provided in section one of this act shall 
receive as compensation for all duties 
he may perform In compliance with this 
act, the sum of two dollars and fifty 
cents in each case, to be paid at the 
time and in the manner provided In sec- 
tion two of_ this act. 


(Soe. 3.) " This act Bhall tafca effect 
Immediately. 


ROADS AND HIGHWAYS. ... 


The other one is of Importance to the 


Iftterior 
of Alameda County, 
for it 


amends the Political Code relating to 
bridges and highways, and the con- 
struction of bridges over ditches and 
roads. It reads as follows: 


Section 2737. Whoever obstructs or 


injures any highway! or diverts, any 
water course thereon, or drains water 
from his land upon any highway, to the 
Injury thereof by means of ditches or 
dams, is liable to a penalty of $10/for 
each day such obstruction or injury re- 
mains, and must be punished as pro- 
vided in section 5SS of the Penal Code. 
Any person, persons or corporation who 
shall be storing or distributing water 
for any purpose, and shall permit the 
water to-overflow or saturate, by seep- 
age, any highway, -to the injury there- 
of, shall, upon notification of the Road 
Commissioner of the district where such 
overflow or seepage occurs, repair the 
damages occasioned by sucb. overflow or 
seepage; and should such repair not be 
made within a reasonable time by such 
person., persons or corporation, said 
Road Commissioner shall make such 
repaint, and recover the expense there- 
of from such person, persons, or cor- 
poration in (an) action at law. All per-

ORDINANCE NO—An Ordinance declar- 
ng and determining fie general specifica- 
tions for .jnpnmng- and pavir<j main 
thoroughfares, business streets and resi- 
dence streets of the City of Oakland. 


Be it ordained by the Council of the City 


of Oakland, as follows 


SECTION I. 


SPEM3TPIOATION3 POR IMPROVING- 


AND PAVING BUSINESS STREETS. 
The general specifications for pav ng 
and improving business streets in the City 
of Oakland, which shail include; grading, 
curbing, forming gutters and culverts ana 
pacing with, asphalt, wood clocks and bi- 
tuminous sand rock, of baicl business 
streets of the City of Oakland, shall be 
a,nd are hereby determined to be and fixed 
as, and declared to be as set fortn herajn, 
and the same shall be the specifications 
for and all work of improving or paving 
said business, street in the City of Oakland 
said business streets n ihe City of Oak- 
land and all work shal1 be don* under and 
in accordance with said specifications, un- 
less otherwise ordered and officially deter- 
mined by law. 


SECTION II. 


Pa-vcmerats on business streets shall in 
all cases consist of a conciete foundation 
at least six inches thick, covered, with a 
wearing surface of bituminous rouk, as- 
phalt or wooden blocks, constructed as 
hereinafter specified 


SECTION IIL 


GRADING. 
Before constructing a pavement, the 
'treet shall oe "brought to tiio proper sub- 
giade by excavating or filling In as the 
case may require, to the elevation desig- 
nated by stakes set by the City Engineer 
The hub-grade shall be 'brought to a hard, 
smooth surface by spiinkling, and rolling 
with a roller of at Ita^t ten tons "Height 


"Wet adobe or any material Impractica- 


ble to consolidate into a hard smooth, 
compagt foundation shall bo removed to a 
depth of at least twelve inches below sub- 
ffrade. and good olay, sana, ijravel or loam 
substituted therefor, and any new mater- 
ial biought on to tlin street for the pur- 
pose of raising the sub-grade to tha proper 
elevation shal! be rolled In layers of not 
more than twelve inches In thickness with 
a roller of at least ten tons weight.

the proportion of ten pounds of asphaltum 
fo each 3 and % cubic feot of the mixture

The sand, rotk and gravel shall be thor- 


oughly mixed in the given pioportion by 
hand or by machine mixer and heated in a 
suitable apparatus to 300° Fahr , and when 
the mixture has attained th's temperature, 
there shall be added to _ it, refined as- 
phaltum which shall be previously melted, 
and which shall toe applied to the afore- 
mentioned mixture of sand, gravel and 
rock while at a temperature of 250° Fahr. 


The refined aaphalt shall be at least 90 


per cent pure, and shall be applied to 
the mixture of sand, Tock and gravel 
gradually, the mass being turned con- 
stantly by -hand or machine mixer dur- 
ing the application so that each stone and 
particle of sand and gravel will become 
thoroughly coated with asphalt.

BITUMINOUS "ROOK. PAVEMENTS, 
Upon the foundation of concrete there 
shall be sproad a layer of bituminous rock, 
which shall be two inches in thickness 
when finished, and which shall be pre- 
pared and laid in tl^e following manner: 


The bituminous rock shall bo of the best 


quality, and shall contain not less than 12 
por cent and not more than 17 per cent 
of bitumen. The bitumen must be hard, 
firm and elastic, and it s.hal.1 not vaporize 
below a temperature of 250° Fahr.

shall be free from sll coarse sand, clay or 
vegetable matter, of a medium degree of 
hardness and of such a quality aa to 
make a good cement. 


Before laying, it shall be heated In prop-

The bituminous rock when thus melted 


o" disintegrated shall 'be spread over the 
foundation in a uniform layer while at a 
temperature of at least 200° Fahr. by 
means of hot iron rakes, and It shall be 
immediately rolled with hot rollers'weigh- 
ing not le<3s than 250 Ibs to the lineal foot, 
and not l«-s3 than two feet in width, until 
the layer thus treated presents a smooth 
and uniform surface an-d 2ias a, thickness 
of at least two Inches 


The disintegrated bitumen shall ba en- 


tirely free from lumps when placed upon 
the foundation before rolling, and while 
still Tvarm and plastic, the pavement must 
be dusted with fine Portland cement and 
then toe rolled with a roller of at least 
ten ions weight, which rolling must con- 
tinue for not less than five hours for each 
1,000 square yards o£ pavement laid, and 
then be closed to traffic for at least tbreo 
days to allow for cooling and consolidat- 
ing. 


In all bltum'nous work provided (or in 
these specifications, th« raw materials 
will be subjected at all times to inspec- 
tion by the Street Superintendent or bis

ASPHALT PAiVEMEOSTS. 


Upon the foundation o-f concrete there 


shall be spread and constructed an as- 
phaltlc layer which shall be two inches in 
thickness after ultimate compression, and 
shal! ba composed as follows

cement, 10 ^o 17 per cent by weight; sand 
(thoroughly dried), 68 to 76 per cent by 
weight, impaJpi/ble'Ky-wder of limestone, 
2 to 7 per cent by weight. The proportions 
of asphaltic cement, sand ard limestone 
powder thall be such that, after the as- 
phaltic pavement layer lias received its 
utmobt compression, the voids between 
the particles of sand shall be completely 
fllted up with aaphalt, ajitt no more as-;

All aspbafftlc cement used shall be com- 
posed of either rerflned Bermuda or Trini- 
dad Lak-9 asphalt, or a refined natu- 
ral solid,California asphalt, esch of which 
faha.ll be1 at least S5 iper cent pure, and be 
mixed /with a refined natural liquid Cali- 
fornia asphalt, no less than 97 per cent 
pure/and It snail be free from all dele- 
terious substances, such as non-bitumin- 
ous organic matter, soluble salts and 
loam. It shall not be the residue obtained 
(ram the artificial distillation of coal, coal 
tar or petroleum oils. l£~shall be of erven 
and uniform composition and shall con- 
tain nothing that will vaporize under a. 
temperature of 300° Fahr under ordinary 
treatment Its contained asphalt •hall bo 
of a permanent and oementitiou* nature, 
suitable in all respects to make, upon 
proper admixture with the refined 'natural 
liquid asphalt, a durable and satisfactory 
cement 


The refined natural liquid asphalt shall 


be obtained by treating in suitable vessels, 
and at a. suitable temperature, a natural 
liquid asphalt, so as to deprive It of all 
water, of all oils vaporlzable under a tem- 
perature of 350" Fahr., and of all other 
injurious substances, and the refining 
process shall be so conducted as in no 
wise to Impair the valuable qualities of 
the liquid asphalt. It shail be absolutely 
free from admixture with any compounds 
of paraflfne or ol coal tar, and it shall b« 
of no les« than 97 per <ent pure. 


The resulting asphaitic cement shall be 


free from water, volatile oil* and all other 
deleterious substances, and its contained 
asphalt shall in ail respects be sultabl* to 
meet the requirement? of an adhesive and 
lasting cement, and it shall in all respect* 
have the temper and other qualities neces- 
sary to pioduce a pavement that shall not 
be too soft in the summer, nor too hard 
and brittle in the winter.

And the flag 
remind-s us that thev should mow be 
foug'ht to the'end oniy in the spirit of 
truo brotherhood. Men who love their 
country will always differ as to the 
best method of making their country 
prosperous. What Is 'there In it that 
should separate brother from brother?
